John could be seen walking downtown with his Springer Spaniel Willie 
and his good friend Jim Kelly and he would meet and greet everyone he 
met and often could be found socializing in front of the Wolfeboro Post 
Office. If he had been running for office, he would certainly have every- 
one’s vote!

Bill had a positive, friendly personality and a conta- 
gious passion for life. He was a fixture at the town courts each 
summer while he directed the ever popular tennis lessons, 
tournaments and leagues at the Guy Foss Recreational Park. 
Bill’s following among his adult classes became competitive to 
the point that participants enrolled the moment that the 
brochure was printed. No one wanted to miss out on being 
part of that group of tennis players who enjoyed the social and 
fun aspects of Bill’s summer tennis program. Bill created the 
morning doubles club and a twilight league for the town of 
Wolfeboro. He paired up players looking for doubles partners 
and he participated along with tennis enthusiasts for 18 sum- 
mers.

B. Accessory structures. 

C. Accessory uses. 

D. Boats, travel trailers, campers, motor homes and 
the like may be stored at the side and rear on the 
owner's premises, but their use for living and/or 
business while so stored is prohibited. 

E.One home occupation, occupying up to 500 
square feet of the single-family dwelling (requires 
TRC approval). 

F. The keeping or harboring of all domestic animals, 
not generally considered household pets, on one 
acre per beast. Pigs must be kept in compliance 
with best management practices and in an enclo- 
sure at least 100’ from any property line, wells, wet- 
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lands and surface waters. Pigs are not allowed to be 
pastured. No _ pollution or contamination shall result 
from surface water runoff from the keeping of pigs.

§ 175-198. Buildings, structures and uses permitted. 
Buildings, structures and uses within an historic district shall 
be those permitted in the Planning and Zoning Ordinance 
provisions for any site in question. 


While Outdoor Seasonal Storage of personal property 
is permitted in the Side Yard and Rear Yard of a per- 
son's property within the Historic District, the following 
provisions shall apply: 

° Side Yard Storage that is visible to the public 
Shall require submission of an application to 
the Historic District Commission for review and 
approval for screening with suitable shrubs 
and /or appropriate fence. Said screening 
Shall be adequate to create year round screen- 
ing of the stored personal property from all 
public ways. 
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° Front yard Storage is prohibited in the Historic 


° Commercial storage facilities are prohibited in 
the Historic District. 


Private use of non-commercial storage within the Historic 
District with in farm buildings, out buildings, and residential 
garage Is allowed

rior and interior of the building to make it completely handi- 
capped accessible, plus landscaping and parking improve- 
ments. This also includes all costs for architect’s services, 
clerk-of-the works services, lease and fit-up of temporary 
Town Hall Offices space, and Building Committee expenses. 
Further to authorize the issuance of not more than six million 
six hundred seventy-two thousand four hundred twenty one 
dollars ($6,672,421) of bonds or notes for this purpose in 
accordance with RSA Chapter 33, Municipal Finance Act, 
such sum to be reduced by any federal, state, or private 
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funds made available therefor, and to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and 
to determine the rate of interest, maturity and other terms for 
this purpose; and further to authorize the Selectmen to 
transfer the balance of the Capital Reserve Fund for Town 
Office facility, which currently has a balance of ninety-four 
thousand three hundred dollars ($94,300) for this purpose. . 
(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen)

ARTICLE 10: Inflow/Infiltration Reduction/Sewer 
Rehabilitation 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Eight Hundred and Twenty Thousand Dollars 
($820,000) for the purposes of Designing and Constructing 
Improvements to the Sewer Collection System to reduce 
Inflow/Infiltration (stormwater and groundwater intru- 
sion), which creates sewer surcharging and sanitary sewer 
overflows, said sum to be in addition to any federal, state or 
private funds that may also be made available for these pur- 
poses, and further to authorize the issuance of not more 
than Eight Hundred and Twenty Thousand Dollars 
($820,000) of bonds or notes for these purposes in accor- 
dance with RSA Chapter 33, the Municipal Finance Act, and 
to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate 
such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest, 
maturity and other terms for these purposes.

ARTICLE 11: Design and Build Upgrades to Public 
Facilities to meet ADA requirements. 
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To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of three hundred ten thousand dollars ($310,000) 
for the purpose of designing and constructing improve- 
ments to Public Buildings to meet the Americans with 
Disabilities Act (ADA) requirements for restrooms and 
entrances at the Library, Dockside Restaurant, Railroad 
Station, Public Safety Building and the Libby Museum, said 
sum to be in addition to any federal, state, or private funds 
made available therefore, and further to authorize the 
issuance of not more than three hundred ten thousand dol- 
lars ($310,000) of bonds or notes for these purposes in 
accordance with RSA Chapter 33, Municipal Finance Act, 
and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and nego- 
tiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of inter- 
est, maturity and other terms for this purpose.

ARTICLE 12: Water Distribution Upgrades 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Six Hundred and Sixty Thousand Dollars 
($660,000) for the purpose of designing and constructing 
water system improvements along South Main Street 
from Pickering Corner to Clark Road, Treadwell Lane to

DELIBERATIVE SESSION, 
FEBRUARY 6, 2007 


The Deliberative Session was held in the Kingswood 
Regional High School Auditorium on February 6, 2007. 
The Moderator called the meeting to order at 7:00 P.M. and 
introduced the members of the Budget Committee, Board 
of Selectmen, Town Manager, Town Counsel and Town 
Clerk. The Moderator also introduced the Department 
Heads. He then announced the procedure he would be fol- 
lowing in conducting the meeting and also announced that 
Articles 1-6, relating to the candidates and the zoning arti- 
cles, will not be voted on tonight, but will appear on the bal- 
lot on March 13, 2007. 

ARTICLE 7: Wastewater Effluent Disposal Management 
Plan 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of six million three hundred sixty-eight thousand 
dollars ($6,368,000) for the purposes of meeting the require- 
ments of the New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
services Administrative Orders dated March 3, 2003 and 
April 19, 2005 (including the Sewer Moratorium). The pro- 
posed projects are: to design and to construct improve- 
ments for the new effluent disposal system; to clean 
and stabilize the closed compost area; preparation of 
long-term facilities plans; and engineering and other 
required facility upgrades, said sum to be in addition to 
any federal, state or private funds that may also be made 
available for these purposes. Further to authorize the 
issuance of not more than six million three hundred sixty- 
eight thousand dollars ($6,368,000) of bonds or notes for 
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these purpose in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, the 
Municipal Finance Act, and to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to issue, negotiate, sell and deliver such bonds 
or notes and to determine the rate of interest, maturity and 
other terms for this purpose. (Recommended by the Board 
of Selectmen)(Recommended by the Budget 
Committee)(3/5 vote is required) The Moderator read Article 
7 in its entirety and called for discussion on the Article and 
recognized David Ford, Director of Public Works and 
Water/Sewer Utilities, who presented a power point presen- 
tation on the proposed project. After the presentation, the 
Moderator called for further discussion on Article 7. Several 
spoke against the Article. A motion was made by John 
Woodward . to amend Article 7 to read: “To see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of three million six 
hundred and two thousand dollars ($3,602.00) for the pur- 
pose of meeting the requirements of the New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services Administration 
Orders dated March 3, 2003 and April 19, 2005. Said sum 
to e used to upgrade the current Wastewater Effluent 
Disposal System. This upgrade includes increasing the 
effluent spray irrigation area by approximately 40% in accor- 
dance with NHDES guidance documents and the cost of 
increasing E-Snow to meet winter storage and disposal 
needs and to purchase an additional 36 acres adjacent to 
the spray field if necessary. The costs to cover this upgrade 
are based on the December 2006 report by Wright-Pierce 
Engineers, but rely more strongly on assets that the Town 
already owns such as 200 acres of land. And where the 
Wright-Pierce conceptual design features new equipment 
the lower sum to be raised initially may require the use of 
some existing equipment. Among the advantages of 
upgrading the existing system, is the completion date, which 
does not require sales agreements with landowners, the 
implementation of legal easements to the power line and 
significant construction problems which Wright-Pierce has

estimated will delay completion until sometime between 
April 2008 and June 2009: Motion seconded for discussion. 
Mr. Woodward spoke to his amendment. A lengthy discus- 
sion followed with the Selectmen opposing the amendment. 
The Moderator called for further discussion and seeing 
none, called for a voice vote on the proposed amendment. 
Voice vote was in the negative and the Moderator declared 
that the amendment failed. The Moderator called for further 
discussion on Article 7 and seeing none declared that Article 
7 would appear on the official ballot as submitted. The final 
vote of Article 7 was 1628 Yes and 702 No and the 
Moderator declared that Article 7 passed receiving the 
required 3/5 vote. 

ARTICLE 8: Water System Improvements

Million Gallon (1MG) storage tank at the Water 
Treatment Plant to a dedicated water storage tank and 
to install a water circulation system at the South Main 
Street Standpipe (South Main Street Water Tank), said 
sum to be in addition to any federal, state, or private funds 
that may be made available for these purposes. Further to 
authorize the issuance of not more than eight hundred sixty- 
five thousand dollars ($865,000) of bonds or notes for these 
purposes in accordance with the provision of the Municipal 
Finance Act, RSA Chapter 33, and to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to issue, negotiate, sell and deliver such bonds 
or notes and to determine the rate of interest, maturity, and 
other terms for this purpose; and further to rescind the bal- 
ance of five hundred fifty thousand dollars ($550,000) of 
the bonding authority for water improvements con- 
tained in Article 7 of 2004. 

(Recommended by Board of Selectmen) (Recommended 
by Budget Committee) 

(3/5 vote is required) The Moderator read Article 8 in its 
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entirety and called for discussion on the Article and recog- 
nized David Ford, Director of Public Works & Water/Sewer 
Utilities, who presented a power point presentation to the 
voters. After the presentation, the Moderator called for fur- 
ther discussion and recognized Selectmen Linda Murray 
and Dwight Devork spoke for the Article expressing the 
importance of passing this Article after several voters spoke 
for the Article, the Moderator called for further discussion 
and seeing none, declared that Article 8 would appear on 
the ballot as submitted. The results of the voting, on March 
13, 2007 was 1940 Yes and 386 No. , receiving the required 
3/5 vote 

ARTICLE 9: Waterline Improvements from Green 
Street to Treadwell Lane and Pickering Corner to Green 
Street 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of two hundred sixty thousand dollars ($260,000) for 
the purpose of designing and constructing water line 
improvements including switching the services between 
Green Street and Treadwell Lane and designing the water 
main replacement from Pickering Corner to Green Street, 
said sum to be in addition to any federal, state or private 
funds made available therefor; and in accordance with RSA 
Chapter 33, Municipal Finance Act, to authorize the issuance 
of bonds or notes not exceeding two hundred sixty thousand 
dollars ($260,000) for said purpose, and to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to issue, negotiate, sell and deliver such 
bonds or notes, and to determine the rate of interest thereon 
and the maturity and other terms for this purpose. 

(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) 

(3/5 vote is required) The Moderator read Article 9 in its 
entirety and called for discussion and recognized David 
Ford, Director of Public Works & Water/Sewer Utilities, who 
explained the Article.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of three hundred thousand dollars ($300,000) for the 
purpose of designing and constructing replacement 
water and sewer lines on a section of Bay Street, to be 
funded as follows: water enterprise fund- $100,000; gen- 
eral fund-$200,000. Further to authorize the issuance of not 
more than three hundred thousand dollars ($300,000) of 
bonds or notes for these purposes in accordance with RSA 
Chapter 33, Municipal Finance Act, and to authorize the 
Board of Selectman to issue, negotiate, sell and deliver such 
bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest maturity 
and other terms for this purpose.

To see whether the Town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of three hundred ten thousand dollars ($310,000) for the 
purpose of closing the stump/ash landfill at the end of 
Wickers Drive, said sum to consist of $244,733 to be raised 
by general taxation and $65,267 to be transferred for this 
purpose from the Stump Dump Closure Capital Reserve 
Account, said sums to be in addition to any federal, state, or 
private funds that may also be made available for these pur- 
poses. Further to authorize the issuance of not more than 
two hundred forty-four thousand seven hundred thirty three 
dollars ($244,733) of bonds or notes for these purposes in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, 
RSA Chapter 33, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen 
to issue, negotiate, sell and deliver such bonds or notes and 
to determine the rate of interest, maturity and other terms for 
this purpose. .

To see 
whether the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of Sixty- 
five thousand two hundred sixty seven dollars ($65,267) for 
the purpose of reclaiming a portion of the Stump Landfill, 
said sum to be transferred for this purpose from the Stump 
Dump Closure Capital Reserve Account, said sum to be in 
addition to any federal, state, or private funds that may also 
be made available for these purposes.” Selectman Murray 
stated that this would remove the 3/5 vote required as it 
would not be bonded. Motion seconded for discussion. 
The Moderator recognized David Ford, Director of Public 
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Works and Water/Sewer Utilities who presented a power 
point presentation on Article 12. The Moderator called for 
further discussion on Article 12, as amended, and seeing 
none called for a voice vote on the amendment. The voice 
vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the 
amendment passed. The Moderator then asked if there was 
any further discussion on Article 12 and recognized 
Suzanne Ryan who made an amendment that would read 
“for the purposes of obtaining a change in activity and use 
permit, at the old stump/ash land fill at the end of Wickers 
Drive, which requires approval by the State to allow for 
Wolfeboro Oil to construct a roadway to the proposed busi- 
ness park” Amendment seconded for discussion. Ms Ryan 
explained her amendment. The Moderator called for further 
discussion and seeing none called for a voice vote on the 
amendment. Voice vote was in the negative and the 
Moderator declared that the amendment failed. The 
Moderator called for further discussion on Article 12 and 
seeing none declared that Article 12 would appear on the 
ballot as amended. The results of the March 13, 2007 vot- 
ing, was 1287 Yes and 936 No. 

ARTICLE 13: Decommissioning Electric Power Plant 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of four hundred twenty-five thousand dollars 
($425,000) for the decommissioning of the Municipal 
Electric Department Power Plant Facility located at 22 
Lehner Street for the purpose of environmentally stabilizing 
the site to include the deconstruction of the interior and exte- 
rior devices and structures including the 5kV substation, 
diesel generators, transformers, switchgear, pump house, 
intake and exhaust systems, fuel tanks, lubrication, com- 
pressed air handling systems, control panels and related 
wiring in accordance with the plans dated October 2006 and 
submitted by PLM Bid No. 918111-01, for the purpose of 
relieving the facility of manned maintenance and monitoring 
duties, said sum to be in addition to any federal, state, or pri-

A lengthy discus- 
sion followed and questions were asked why money is being 
spent on a building if there is nothing there to operate. 
Barry explained that they still monitor the substation and 
controls from this site. The Moderator asked if there was 
any further discussion on Article 13 and seeing none 
declared that the article would appear on the ballot as sub- 
mitted. The results of the voting on March 13, 2007 was 
1231 Yes and 1062 No and the Article fails not receiving the 
required 3/5 vote.

(Phase 1 will establish the 
direction the Building Committee will take with a plan to con- 
tinue the use of the building as Town Hall), said sum to be in 
addition to any federal, state or private funds made available 
therefor; and in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, Municipal 
Finance Act, to authorize the issuance of Bonds or Notes 
not exceeding four hundred ninety thousand dollars 
($490,000) for said purpose and to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to issue, negotiate, sell and deliver such bonds 
and notes, and to determine the rate of interest thereon and 
the maturity and other items for this purpose and to further 
raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) to be utilized for any interest payment during 
2007. Should the Article pass and upon completion of the 
plan, a formal proposal of the actual restoration/renovation 
project with costs will be brought forward in a warrant article 
for the march 2008 Town Meeting for a vote.

The Moderator called for a motion 
to not to reconsider Articles 16, 17 and 18. Motion made 
and seconded not to reconsider with the voice vote being 
unanimous The results of the voting on March 13, 2007 
were 1741 Yes and 489 No.

The 
Moderator called for discussion and seeing none declared 
that Article 20 would appear on the ballot as submitted. The 
results of the voting of March 13, 2007 were 1763 Yes and 
465 No. 

ARTICLE 21: Foss Field Pavilion 

To see if the Town will vote to change the purpose of the 
existing Parks and Recreation Foss Field Capital Reserve 
Fund from the construction of a replacement Parks and 
Recreation building at Foss Field to general improvements 
at Foss Field and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
expend up to $70,000 from said fund for the purchase and 
installation of a pavilion at the Guy Foss Memorial 
Recreation Area. Said sum to be in addition to any federal, 
state, or private funds made available therefor.) in accor- 
dance with RSA Chapter 33, the Municipal Finance Act.(2/3 
Vote required) (Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read Article 21 in its entirety and called for discussion and 
recognized Susan Glen, Director of Parks and Recreation, 
who clarified the article explaining that this is Phase 1 of a 2- 
phase project The Moderator announced that it had been 
brought to his attention that Article 21 should be amended 
by putting a period after the word, therefor in the last sen- 
tence and deleting “in accordance with RSA 33 the 
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Municipal Finance Act’. That is a recommendation of Town 
Counsel. A motion was made by Selectman Murray sec- 
onded by Selectman Silk to amend the Article. The 
Moderator called for a voice vote to amend Article 21 and 
the voice vote was unanimous. The Moderator called for 
further discussion and recognized David Booth who asked if 
there was a chance that the Town would be spending money 
next year and turning it into a parking lot the following year.

The 
results of the voting on March 13, 2007 were 1714 Yes and 
591 No. 

ARTICLE 24: Transfer From Revaluation Capital 
Reserve Account 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to withdraw twenty eight thousand three hun- 
dred forty seven dollars ($28,347) from the Revaluation 
Capital Reserve Fund to be applied toward the revaluation 
cost items in the Assessing Department budget. 
(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
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(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read Article 24 in its’ entirety and called for discussion and 
recognized Town Manager, David Owen who explained the 
Article. The Moderator called for further discussion and see- 
ing none declared that Article 24 would appear on the ballot 
as submitted. The results of the voting on March 13, 2007 
were 1722 Yes and 497 No 

ARTICLE 25: 2007 Operating Budget 

Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an operating 
budget, not including appropriations by special warrant arti- 
cles and other appropriations voted separately, the amounts 
set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amend- 
ed by the vote of the first session, for the purposes set forth 
therein totaling $18,364,548 Should this article be defeated 
the operating budget shall be $17,278,668, which is the 
same as last year, with certain adjustments required by the 
previous action of the Town or by law; or the governing body 
may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 
40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating 
budget only. 

(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read Article 25 in its’ entirety and called for discussion on 
Article 25 and recognized John Burt who presented a power 
point outlining the Budget. The Moderator asked for further 
discussion and recognized Curtis Pike who made a motion 
to amend Article 25 “The Department requests that the sum 
of $11,400 be restored to the part-time wages line that is 42- 
100-17 to fund the traffic and parking control program for the 
coming year. We ask that $5,000 be added to the communi- 
cations of the purchasing services to fund an in-hour 
upgrade of our computers currently in use. This will mod- 
ernize and expand the networking and memory function of 
these computers”. Motion seconded for discussion. The 
Moderator recognized Stuart Chase, Chief of Police, who 
explained the amendment. The Chairman of the Budget 
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Committee questioned the increase and discussed the posi- 
tions that were cut by the Budget Committee. A lengthy dis- 
cussion followed. The Moderator called for further discus- 
sion and seeing none called for a voice vote on the pro- 
posed amendment. The voice vote was in the negative. A 
question arose from the voters that they would like a hand 
count, so the Moderator called for a show of voting cards. 
The results of the voting was 45 yes and 40 no. The 
Moderator declared the amendment passes by five votes. 
The Moderator recognized Selectman Linda Murray who 
thanked the Budget Committee members for their help 
through the budget process The Moderator called for further

The Motion was seconded for discussion. Mr. Burt 
explained that the gross amount of the Library budget is 
what is shown in the budget now. However, every year, the 
trustees put in a certain amount of money and this year it 
was $15,000, so the town’s portion shows now the gross 
amount and it should be the net amount by $15,000. It is to 
correct an error made by the Budget Committee not follow- 
ing up on it. The Moderator called for discussion on the 
proposed amendment and seeing none called for a voice 
vote on the amendment. The voice vote was in the affirma- 
tive and the amendment passes. The Moderator called for 
further discussion on Article 25 and recognized Suzanne 
Ryan who proposed and amendment to “increase line item

that would be for the sewer bond, which is $182,196 for the 
first year, it would be for the Sewall Road bond which is 
$21,639 and would be for one of the combination of water 
systems/sewer #8 at $25,000, comes to $228,835.” Motion 
seconded for discussion and recognized Suzanne Ryan who 
explained the amendment. The Moderator recognized 
David Owen, Town Manager, who explained that originally 
the Selectmen had included the interest in the warrant arti- 
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cles until it was discovered that by going through the NH 
Municipal Bond Bank the projects that are approved by the 
voters on the warrant this year will be bundled together and 
put out on the market in June and the first payment is not 
due until February of ’08. So, if you include the funding for 
this interest on these bonds and the ‘07 budget, you are in 
fact raising more money than is necessary in ’07 because 
we won't even have received a bill to pay or encumber funds 
until February of 2008. That is why the interest was not 
included in the arrant articles. The Moderator called for a 
voice vote on the amendment and the results were in the 
negative and the Moderator declared the amendment 
defeated. The Moderator called for further discussion and 
seeing none declared that the Article as amended with the 
total budget figure being $18,365,948, would appear on the 
March 13".ballot. 

The results of the voting on March 13, 2007 was 1784 Yes 
and 473 No. 

ARTICLE 26: Fire Truck Replacement Capital Reserve 
Account 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of seventy thousand dollars ($70,000) to be transferred 
to the Fire Department Fire Truck Capital Reserve 
Account, to be under the custody of the Trustees of Trust 
Funds. (Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read Article 26 in its entirety and recognized Selectman 
Linda Murray who explained the article stating that the fire 
truck, which is a large item costing about $350,000. Putting 
money away each year defers the cost so that by the time 
_ the vehicle needs to be purchased the money will be there. 
The Moderator called for further discussion on Article 26 and 
seeing none declared that the article will appear on the bal- 
lot as submitted. The results of the voting on March 13, 
2007 was 1500 Yes and 758 No. 
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ARTICLE 27: Public Works Vehicle and Equipment 
Capital Reserve 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of ninety-five thousand dollars ($95,000) to be trans- 
ferred to the Public Works Vehicle & Equipment Capital 
Reserve Account, to be under the custody of the Trustees 
of Trust Funds.(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) — 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read Article 27 in its entirety and called for discussion and 
seeing none declared that Article 27 would appear on the 
ballot as submitted. At this time the Moderator entertained a 
motion not to reconsider Articles 20 through 27. A motion 
was made and seconded with the voice vote being in the 
affirmative. The results of the voting on March 13, 2007 
were 1430 Yes and 797 No. 

ARTICLE 28: Acceptance of Brummitt Court 

To see whether the Town will vote to accept Brummitt 
Court as a Town highway, from the northerly sideline of 
South Main Street to the southerly end of Cropley Hill Road. 
The width of Brummitt Court shall be 12.5 feet on either side 
of the centerline of Brummitt Court , as it now exists. 
(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen). The 
Moderator read Article 28 in its entirety and announced that 
he had been handed a proposed amendment recommended 
by Town Counsel which reads as follows: “To see whether 
the Town will vote to accept Brummit Court as a town high- 
way from the northerly sideline of South Main Street to the 
southerly end of Cropley Hill Road. Subject to the Selectmen 
laying out said highway in accordance with the procedures 
of RSA 231. The motion to amend was seconded for dis- 
cussion. The Moderator recognized Frank Sykes who stat- 
ed that he owns Brummit Court and expressed his concerns 
why this article should not be passed. The Moderator recog- 
nized Town Counsel Mark Puffer who stated that” he 
believed that all of Mr. Sykes’ comments address the war- 
rant article before it was amended and the amendment 
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addresses all of his concerns. He explained that a mere 
vote by Town Meeting could affect the taking of his property 
and establish the road and that is not the case. There also 
has to be a laying out of the road by the Board of Selectmen 
and that is why the suggested language was made through 
the amendment. So, in other words, he will he will have the 
full opportunity to be heard in the layout process by the 
Selectmen, explaining that the Board of Selectmen must 
hold a public hearing and give him notice of that and he and 
the rest of the world can go and say what they want about 
whether the Brummit Court ought to be laid out. He 
explained further that a vote in the affirmative on this pro- 
posed amendment will not establish it as a road, it will also 
need to be laid out by the Selectmen later on and that will be 
his opportunity to be heard.” A lengthy discussion followed. 
The Moderator called for further discussion and seeing none 
called for a voice vote was in the affirmative. The results of 
the voting on March 13, 2007 were 1188 Yes and 1035 No. 

ARTICLE 29: Use of 2006 Land Use Change Tax 
Proceeds 

To see whether the Town will vote to transfer 100%of all 
payments received from the assessment of Land Use 
Change Taxes collected by the Town in fiscal year 2006 
from the Land Use Change Tax Fund into the Town’s 
Conservation Fund. The Moderator read Article 29 in its 
entirety and recognized Dan Coons, Chairman of the 
Conservation Commission who explained the Article. The 
Moderator called for further discussion and recognized John 
Burt who questioned the amount to be transferred and Mr. 
Coons answered $520. The Moderator recognized Suzanne 
Ryan who made an amendment to add 

$520 after 2006 seconded for discussion. The Moderator 
called for further discussion and seeing none called for a 
voice vote on the article as amended. Voice vote was in the 
affirmative and the Moderator declared that Article 29 would 
appear on the ballot as amended. The results of the voting 
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on March 13, 2007 were 1743 Yes and 434 No. 

ARTICLE 30: Use of Future Land Use Change Tax 
Proceeds 

To see whether the Town will vote to place 100% of all 
future payments received from the assessment of- Land 
Use Change Taxes in the Town’s Conservation Fund at 
the time of collection, pursuant to RSA 79-A:25, Il and RSA 
36-A:5, Ill. This article shall take effect for the tax year 
beginning April 1, 2007 until such time as such article may 
be altered or rescinded by a future vote of town meeting. 
The Moderator read Article 30 in its entirety and recognized 
Dan coons, Chairman of the Conservation Commission who 
explained the article. The Moderator called for further dis- 
cussion and seeing none declared that Article 30 would 
appear on the ballot as submitted. The results of the voting 
on March 13, 2007 were 1678 Yes and 486 No. 

ARTICLE 31: Lease Agreement with Green Mountain 
Realty 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to enter into a long-term lease with Green 
Mountain Realty Corporation, its successors and assigns, 
for a period including any renewal or extensions not to 
exceed thirty (80) years, upon such terms and conditions as 
the Selectmen shall deem to be in the best interests of the 
Town. The property to be leased by the Town is a certain 
parcel of town property consisting of three thousand six hun- 
dred (3,600) square feet located on South Main Street and 
identified by the Town as Tax Map 244, Lot 63. The lease 
will allow the installation of radio communication antennas 
on the existing Town water tank on this parcel together with 
associated transmission lines, equipment shelters and the 
like, and will include easements reasonably required to 
implement the proposed use such as easements to provide 
access and utilities to the site of the water tank. (Submitted 
by Petition) The Moderator read Article 31 in its entirety and 
recognized Victor Drouin who made a motion to amend 
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Article 31 by deleting after Corporation, “its successors and 
assigns for a period including any renewal or extensions not 
to exceed thirty (30) years and adding, “upon such terms 
and conditions set forth in the Site Lease with Option dated 
July 18", 2005. Under the financial terms of the Site Lease 
with Option, the Town will receive $18,000 per annum, sub- 
ject to a 3% annual increase, plus 75% of additional rent 
received by Green Mountain Realty Corporation from sub- 
tenants leasing space from Green Mountain.” Motion sec- 
onded for discussion. The Moderator recognized Mr. Drouin, 
who explained the amendment stating “that it is clarification 
of the second sentence which just clarifies some of the busi- 
ness terms and this was discussed with Mark Puffer, Town 
Attorney and Town Manager, David Owen and this is the 
wording they came up with to correct it basically.” The 
Moderator called for further discussion on the proposed 
amendment and seeing none called for a voice vote. Voice 
vote was in the affirmative and the amendment carries. The 
Moderator called for discussion of Article 31 as amended 
and recognized Donald Ross who questioned the biding 
process as set forth in last year’s Town Meeting. The Town 
Manager, David Owen explained that it would not be a con- 
travention of last year’s vote as last year’s Town Meeting 
cannot bind this year’s Town Meeting... The Moderator rec- 
ognized Suzanne Ryan who made an amendment to add 
after vote to” direct the Town Manager to put out a competi- 
tive public bid” a ten-year standard municipal term lease with 
option for renewal extension by lessee or the Town?” 
Motion seconded for discussion. A lengthy discussion fol- 
lowed. A question was raised by Rob Houseman, Town 
Planner on a point of clarification asking “can the Town, 
based on this warrant article authorize the Town Manager to 
enter into a lease period greater than one year or does it 
require a future vote at Town Meeting? Mark Puffer, Town 
Counsel, responded that subsequent lease agreement for a 
period greater than one year has to be approved by a future 
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Town Meeting vote. The Moderator called for further discus- 
sion and seeing none called for a voice vote on the pro- 
posed amendment. Voice vote was in the negative and the 
amendment fails. With no further discussion on Article 31, 
the Moderator declared that Article 31 would appear on the 
March 13, 2007 ballot as amended. The results of the vot- 
ing on March 13, 2007 were 1131 yes and 1076 no. 

ARTICLE 32: Climate Change Petition 

To see if the Town will go on record in support of effective 
actions by the President and Congress to address the issue 
of climate change which is increasingly harmful to the envi- 
ronment and economy of New Hampshire and to the future 
well being of the people of Wolfeboro. These actions 
include: 

1. Establishment of a national program requiring reduc- 
tions of U.S. greenhouse gas emissions while protect- 
ing the U.S. Economy. 

2. Creation of a major national research initiative to foster 
rapid development of sustainable energy technologies 
thereby stimulating new jobs and investment. 

In addition, the Town of Wolfeboro encourages New 
Hampshire citizens to work for emission reductions within 
their communities, and we ask our Selectmen to consider 
the appointment of a voluntary energy committee to recom- 
mend local steps to save energy and reduce emissions. 

The record of the vote on this article shall be transmitted 
to the New Hampshire Congressional Delegation, the 
President of the United States, and to declared candidates 
for those offices. (Submitted by Petition) | The Moderator 
read Article 23 in its entirety and called for discussion recog- 
nizing Reverend Randy Dales who explained the importance 
of this article and if nearly two hundred NH towns vote in the 
affirmative he believes that our elected officials on the state 
and national levels will take notice and they will realize that 
we, the citizens of NH are seriously concerned about climate 
change, about its effect on NH’s environment and our State 
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economy .The Moderator then called for further discussion 
and recognized Josh Arnold who thanked everyone for their 
patience in this process acknowledging that a lot of work 
goes into providing this venue for this to happen and he also 
spoke for the article and urged the voters to vote yes on this 
article. The Moderator called for further discussion and see- 
ing none, declared that Article 32 will appear on the ballot as 
submitted. The results of the voting on March 13, 2007 
were 1267 Yes and 967 No. 

ARTICLE 33: Are you in favor of decreasing the Board of 
Selectmen to 3 members? (Submitted by Petition) The 
Moderator read Article 33 in its entirety and called for dis- 
cussion on Article 33 and seeing none declared that Article 
33 would appear on the ballot as submitted. At this time the 
Moderator entertained a motion to not reconsider Articles 28 
to 33. It was moved and seconded not to reconsider Articles 
28-33 with all in favor. The results of the voting on March 
13, 2007 were 588 Yes and 1614 No. 

ARTICLE 34: Are you in favor of directing the Board of 
Selectmen to direct the Wolfeboro Department of Public 
Works to repaint the Carpenter School Crosswalk in full 
compliance with the New Hampshire Department of 
Transportation Traffic Bureau Standard on Marked 
Crosswalks to provide additional lines of sight and to review 
and install additional school crossing markings and lights in 
accordance with Manual of Uniform Traffic Control Devices, 
a national standard adopted by the NHDOT. Such actions 
will provide for additional safety for students, parents and 
the public by bringing this crosswalk, located between 
Carpenter School and the Town Hall, into compliance with 
the current safety standards. (Submitted by Petition) The 
Moderator read Article 34 in its entirety and called for dis- 
cussion and seeing none declared that Article 34 would 
appear on the ballot as submitted. The results of the voting 
on March 13, 2007 were 1980 Yes and 272 No. 

ARTICLE 35: To see if the Town will vote to accept “ 
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Fieldstone Road” as a public way. Re: town tax map 190. 
Said road starts at Route 109A travels a distance to the first 
cul de sac then proceeds between lots P36 and P38 to sec- 
ond (last) cul de sac. Fieldstone Road was dedicated on 
March firth 1966 via Planning Board approval of our subdivi- 
sion, Book 19 page 68, Carroll County Registry of Deeds. 
We the undersigned, members of the “Fieldstone Road 
Property Owners Association” (FRPOA) presently have 
deeded title to said road. Evans to FRPOA December 9, 
2003,Book number 2242, Page 0641. Said deed is record- 
ed at the Carroll County Registry of Deeds. However, note 
the following exception: This exception is as follows. That 
the undeveloped paper road which starts at the first cul-de- 
sac, travels the full length of and in between lots P38 and 
P39 be excluded from this petition of public acceptance for 
the following reason. The paper road looses its’dedication 
automatically on March five 1986 20 years after its’ original 
dedication of March five 1966. Thus this paper road has 
been removed from all public servitude. Re: paper road 
definition from NHMA, “A hard Road to Travel’, H. Bernard 
Waugh, Jr., Chief Legal Council. “Paper roads are in fact 
not built and appear on paper only”. At a FRPOA meeting 
held on September eleven 2005 a majority of members 
voted in favor of transferring ownership of this paper road 
from FRPOA to Frank and Edna Onishuk. This was done by 
a registered deed, FRPOA to Frank and Edna Onishuk, 
Book number 2474, page 0056 on November first 2005. 
Said deed being recorded at the Carroll County Registry of 
Deeds.(Submitted by Petition) The Moderator read Article 
35 in its entirety and announced that he had a proposed 
amendment from the Board of Selectmen that is recom- 
mended by Town Counsel. A motion was made by 
Selectman Silk seconded by Selectman Murray to amend 
Article 35 as follows: “To see whether the Town will vote to 
accept Fieldstone Road as a Town highway, subject to the 
Selectmen laying out said Road in accordance with the pro- 
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cedures of RSA Chapter 231”. The Moderator called for dis- 
cussion on the proposed amendment and seeing none 
asked for a voice vote. Voice vote was in the affirmative and 
the amendment passes. The Moderator called for further 
discussion and recognized Selectman Silk who explained 
that the Board of Selectmen had received a petition to 
accept Fieldstone Road and were made aware through, she 
believes, was the Town Planner and through records of aeri- 
al photographs and whatnot, that the road is not actually 
constructed where it was laid out to be on the plan that was 
accepted. The Selectmen asked that the people get it sur- 
veyed and come back into us because the Board of 
Selectmen did not want to accept a road that is not where it 
is Supposed to be, according to the deeds and all and they 
chose to bring it in as a petitioned warrant article and we 
would still like to get a survey to determine exactly where the 
road is and how that compares to the plan and to the deeds 
that surround the road. Further discussion followed and the 
Moderator called for further discussion and seeing none 
declared that Article 35 would appear on the ballot as 
amended. The results of the voting on March 13, 2007 were 
601 Yes and 1523 No. 

ARTICLE 36: Are you in favor of directing the Board of 
Selectmen to direct the Wolfeboro Department of Public 
Works — Solid Waste Disposal Facility to keep the Swap 
Shop open at least 5 hours per day during normal operating 
days of the Transfer Station. The purpose of the Swap Shop 
is to encourage waste reduction through the practice of 
reuse. The goal is to divert good, useable items away from 
the waste stream and conserve valuable landfill space. 
Such action will necessitate professional made signage 
being placed at the Swap Shop posting standards of goods 
allowed along with a liability disclaimer releasing the Town of 
Wolfeboro from any further action once items leave the facili- 
ty. (Submitted by Petition) The Moderator read Article 36 in 
its entirety and called for discussion. Seeing none, the 
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Moderator declared that Article 36 would appear on the bal- 
lot as submitted. The results of the voting on March 13, 
2007 were 1358 Yes and 889 No. 


A motion was made and seconded to adjourn the meeting 
at 11:00 P.M. A voice vote was in the affirmative.

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, the business-type activities, each major fund 
and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Wolfeboro as of and for the year ended December 31, 2006, which 
collectively comprise the Town’s basic financial statements as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material 
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial 
statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 


In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial position of the 
governmental activities, the business-type activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of 
Wolfeboro, as of December 31, 2006, and the respective changes in financial position and cash flows, where applicable, thereof for the 
year then ended in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 


The management’s discussion and analysis and budgetary comparison information are not a required part of the basic financial 
statements, but are supplementary information required by accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 
We have applied certain limited procedures, which consisted principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods of 
measurement and presentation of the required supplementary information. However, we did not audit the information and express no 


opinion on it. 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise the Town of 
Wolfeboro’s basic financial statements. The combining and individual fund schedules are presented for the purposes of additional 
analysis and are not a required part of the basic financial statements. They have been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in 
the audit of the basic financial statements and, in our opinion, are fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic financial 


statements taken as a whole.

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MANAGEMENT’S DISCUSSION AND ANALYSIS 


Our discussion and analysis of the Town of Wolfeboro’s financial performance provides an overview 


of the Town’s financial activities for the fiscal year ended December 31, 2006. Please read it in conjunction 
with the Town’s financial statements, which begin on page 10. 


FINANCIAL HIGHLIGHTS 


> 


For the fiscal year ended December 31, 2006, the Town’s total assets exceeded liabilities by 
$38,075,174, an increase from the prior year of $1,591,725. 


At the end of the current fiscal year, undesignated fund balance of the general fund was $2,365,426. 
This represents a increase from the close of the prior fiscal year of $315,428, or 15%. 


The total long-term debt of all funds for the Town at the close of the fiscal year was $10,356,954. 
This represents an decrease in debt from the close of the prior fiscal year of $500,567. The Town 
issued no new debt during 2006. The net change is impacted by reductions based on annual 


payments of outstanding debt. 


The Town’s proprietary funds (i.e. enterprise funds) had a resulting net income of $689,359 for the 
fiscal year ending December 31, 2006. This is a decrease in net income from the prior fiscal year of 


$232,551. 


In the Town’s proprietary funds, operating revenues increased by $500,836, or 6.0%, while operating 
expenses decreased $263,742, or 0.04%. The major influence on the increase in operating revenues 
was an increase in water and sewer charges effective April 1, 2006. 


USING THIS ANNUAL REPORT 


This annual report consists of a series of financial statements. Government-wide financial statements 


provide information about the activities of the Town as a whole, and present a longer-term view of the 
Town’s finances. Fund financial statements start on page 12. For governmental activities, these statements 
tell how these services were financed in the short term as well as what is remaining for future spending. 
Fund financial statements also report the Town’s operations in more detail than the government-wide 
statements by providing information about the Town’s most significant funds. The remaining statements 
provide information about activities for which the Town acts solely as a trustee or agent for the benefit of 


those outside the government. 
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REPORTING THE TOWN AS A WHOLE 
Government-wide financial statements 


The Statement of Net Assets and the Statement of Activities are designed to provide readers with 
an overview of the results of the Town’s financial activities in a manner similar to private-sector companies. 
These statements include all assets and liabilities using the accrual basis of accounting, thereby reporting all 
current year revenues and expenses regardless of when cash is paid or received. 


These two statements report the Town’s net assets and changes in them. Over time, increases or 
decreases in net assets may serve as one useful indicator of whether the financial health of the Town is 


improving or deteriorating. 


The Statement of Net Assets and the Statement of Activities distinguish the Town by these 
activities: 


> Governmental activities — Most of the Town’s basic services are reported in this section. 
They include general government, police, fire, public works, culture and recreation, and 
health and welfare. These activities are supported primarily by property taxes, motor vehicle 
permits, and intergovernmental revenues. 


> Business-type activities - The Town charges a user fee to customers to cover all or most of 
the cost for certain services provided. The water, sewer, electric, and ice arena are reported 


here. 


REPORTING THE TOWN’S MOST SIGNIFICANT FUNDS 
Fund Financial Statements 


The fund financial statements begin on page 12, and provide information on the Town’s most 
significant funds; not the Town as a whole. A fund is a grouping of accounts, each of which is considered a 
separate accounting entity. The following fund types are utilized by the Town. 


> Governmental Funds: This fund type is used to account for essentially the same 
governmental services as those presented as governmental activities in the government-wide 
financial statements. Unlike the government-wide financial statements, these funds are 
reported using an accounting method called modified accrual accounting. This method of 
accounting measures cash and all other financial assets that can readily be converted to cash. 


The governmental fund financial statements provide a short-term view of the Town’s general 
government operations. It is useful to compare this information to similar information on the 
government-wide financial statements to gain a better understanding of the long-term 
impact of the Town’s near term financial decisions. 
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> Proprietary Funds: These funds are more commonly referred to as Enterprise Funds. 
Proprietary funds are presented in the same format as all funds are presented in the 


government-wide financial statements. 


The proprietary funds are the same as the business-type activities in the government-wide 
financial statements, simply in more detail. They separate the information for the water, 


sewer, electric, and ice arena operations. 


> Fiduciary Funds: Fiduciary funds account for assets held by the Town as a trustee or agent 
for individuals, groups, private organizations, or other units of government. These funds are 
not reflected in the government-wide financial statements, because these assets are 
unavailable to finance the Town’s operations. 


> Notes to the Financial Statements: The notes to the Financial Statements provide additional 
information that is essential to an overall comprehension of the data provided in the 
government-wide and fund financial statements.

The Town uses 
these capital assets to provide services to the citizens; consequently, those assets are not J 


available for future spending. 


Restricted Net Assets: Approximately 2% of the Town’s net assets represent resources that 
are subject to external restrictions on how they may be used. 


Unrestricted Net Assets: The Town’s unrestricted net assets may be used to meet the Town’ 
ongoing obligations. At year end, the Town is reporting positive balance in all three 
categories of net assets.

Property taxes make up 62% of the Town’s general revenues. Licenses and permits, mainly auto 
registrations, account for 16% of these revenues. All other miscellaneous revenues account for the final 
22% of all revenues.

FINANCIAL ANALYSIS OF THE GOVERNMENT’S FUNDS 


As noted earlier, the Town uses fund accounting to ensure and demonstrate compliance with 
finance related legal requirements. 


Governmental Funds: The fund financial statements for the Town are provided on pages 12-20. 
The focus of the governmental funds is to provide information on near-term inflows, outflows, and 
balance of resources. This information is most useful in assessing financing requirements. For 
example, unreserved fund balance may serve as a useful measure of a government’s net resources 
available at year end. 


During the fiscal year, the Town recognized $ 9,028,381 in revenues and other financing 
sources in the General Fund, which is a increase of 6% over the prior year. Additionally, the 
Town utilized $253,205 of unreserved fund balance to reduce the tax rate, an decrease of 
66% of that available from the prior year. 


The Town incurred $8,877,015 in General Fund expenditures during the fiscal year, which 
represents a increase of 4% from the prior year. Included in the total expenditures are prior 
year’s encumbrances carried forward in the amount of $343,311. 

The Town finished the fiscal year with unreserved undesignated fund balance in the amount 
of $2,365,426 an increase from the prior year of $315,428, or 15%. 
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> Proprietary Funds: Proprietary funds provide the same type of information found in the business type 
activities reported in the government wide financial statements, only in more detail. 


The proprietary funds reported an overall net income of $689,359 which is a decrease of 
$232,551 from the prior fiscal year. Water and Sewer Departments reported operating losses 
at year end of ($176,464) and ($153,306) respectively. The Board of Selectmen have 
commissioned a rate study to be completed in 2007 to address the need to increase user rates 
designed to offset rising maintenance and capital costs. The Electric Department ended the 
year with a operating income of $ 1,191,903, an increase from the prior year of $ 539,821, or 
83%. 


GENERAL FUND BUDGETARY HIGHLIGHTS 


> The overall Town of Wolfeboro Budget for the year ending December 31, 2006 was $21,491,670. Of 
that total, $3,523,740 was appropriated in special warrant articles. The balance of $17,967,930 
represents the Town’s operating budget. 


> The operating budget is the total of all general fund and proprietary fund activities. $8,978,976 or 
50% of the operating budget is supported by business type revenues such as utility fees and user fees. 
The balance of the budget, $8,988,954 or 50% is supported by general fund type revenues such as 
motor vehicle permits, state and federal grants, and property taxes. 


CAPITAL ASSETS AND DEBT ADMINISTRATION 


> Capital Assets: The total investment in capital assets is $ 41,481,914, net of depreciation, for both 
the general and proprietary fund types.

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> Non-Current Liabilities: At the end of the current fiscal year, non-current liabilities outstanding 
were $11,285,295. This includes the long-term portion of bonds payable, compensated absences 
payable, and an estimated amount of accrued landfill post closure monitoring. 


ECONOMIC FACTORS AND THE 2006 BUDGET 


New Hampshire Department of Employment Security reported the annual average unemployment rate for 
the Town of Wolfeboro at 3.1% and Carroll County at 3.3%. The State of New Hampshire annual average 
was reported at 3.4% and the National average was reported at 4.6%. 


The Northeast Region Consumer Price Index increased 3.0% in 2006. The National CPI for the same 
period was reported at 2.5%. 


At the 2007 Town Meeting, the legislative body approved total appropriations in the amount of 
$29,279,425. The proposed operating budget was approved in the amount of $18,361,948. Warrant articles 
approved by the legislative body totaled $10,917,477 mainly for infrastructure improvements to the water 


and sewer systems.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
REPORT OF CHAIRMAN 


In 2007 the Board of Selectmen welcomed Jerry Thayer. 
The Board started reviewing the Town’s finances and setting 
goals for the New Year relying on Jerry’s wealth of knowl- 
edge in this area. With a positive vote on most of the war- 
rant articles, the Board of Selectmen and Town Staff devel- 
oped plans to move the projects forward. 

The Board of Selectmen established the Town Hall 
Restoration Committee to oversee the Town Hall renovation 
design process. The architectural firm of McGinley Kalsow 
& Associates was hired to design the renovations. The 
Committee has worked endless hours with the architects, 
going over all the details of the design and reviewing bid 
documents. 

| am pleased to report that all the land required to run the 
pipeline to the new disposal site for the wastewater effluent 
disposal system has been purchased. All permits required 
by the State have been received and the project has been 
put out to bid with a projected starting date of spring 2008. 

Many water system improvements have been completed 
which include upgrades to storage tanks, the circulation 
pump at the South Main Street tank, the Clark Road water 
main replacement and the switching over of water service 
from an old main to a newer main on South Main Street from 
Green Street to Treadwell Lane. The Town staff has worked 
hard to solve the water quality problems and locate water 
leaks. As a result of this hard work and improvements to the 
system, the State of New Hampshire lifted the water morato- 
rium and the Town’s water quality started meeting mandated 
State and Federal requirements. 

In the spring a storm caused major flooding through out 
town and damaged many roads including Nelson Hill at the 
end Beach Pond Road. The reconstruction of Nelson Hill 
along with Sewall Road and Clark Road was completed. 

Other projects that were completed include the replace- 
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ment of the dasher boards and floor at Pop Whalen Arena 
and the replacement of a bridge along the Russell C. Chase 
Bridge Falls Path. The reclamation of a portion of the stump 
dump is in process. 

| am pleased to report that the Board of Selectmen along 
with Town Committees have been working on long term 
plans for the Town. The Master Plan Implementation 
Committee identified the primary person or board responsi- 
ble for overseeing each master plan goal along with estab- 
lishing a suggested time frame for the completion of each 
goal. The Town’s Hazard Mitigation Plan was accepted by 
FEMA. Now the Town’s Emergency Response Committee is 
working on a new Emergency Plan. The Town’s Capital 
Improvement Plan Committee has updated the ten year plan 
for all infrastructure improvements, buildings and grounds, 
and the purchase and replacement of the Town’s rolling 
stock. 

On a sad note John Bosa, former Budget Committee 
member and Selectmen, passed away. | will miss chatting 
with John at the Post Office. 

The Board members were deeply saddened by the death 
of their colleague, Jerry Thayer. | relished discussing Town 
issues with Jerry and could count on a gentlemanly debate 
when we disagreed. 

In October Suzanne Ryan was appointed to fill Jerry’s 
position. She came to the Board of Selectmen from the 
Budget Committee as the Board started working on the 
2008 budget. 

| want to thank all the residents who have volunteered to 
service on Town Boards, Committees and projects. With 
their support the Board of Selectmen was able to study 
issues, improve planning and accomplish many tasks.

OFFICE OF THE TAX COLLECTOR 
THE YEAR IN REVIEW 


It has been a number of years since anything other than a 
financial report has been submitted from the Tax Collector’s 
office. With concerns about taxes and “where all the money 
goes” the time seems right to update the public about some 
of the “other” activities that fall under the auspices of the Tax 
Collector. 

For the last decade, billings and collections for three of the 
enterprise funds and miscellaneous receipts have been con- 
ducted in one location. Citizens are able to pay not only 
taxes, electric and/or water/sewer bills, but also obtain mis- 
cellaneous items such as a pass to the Solid Waste Facility 
at one counter. Various customer work orders for a variety 
of services (establishing a new account or investigation of a 
high bill for example) are also among the types of duties car- 
ried out on a daily basis. 

To give you a better idea of the overall activity level, here 
are a few interesting facts and figures relative to what goes 
on behind the scenes in this lucrative section of the town 
hall: 


- More than 92,000 bills were issued comprised of 
roughly 67,400 electric; 12,900 water/sewer; and 
12,000 tax bills 

- Over 2,000 notices were issued on overdue utility 
accounts 

- The bills along with the “friendly” reminders helped to 
yield more than $8.9 million dollars worth of revenue for 
the utilities 

* Close to 3,000 work orders were completed in response 
to customer requests 

- Total revenues accounted for and deposited on behalf 
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of the town exceeded $30 million dollars in 2007 


As these quick facts indicate, the Tax Collector’s office 
oversees a multitude of responsibilities in addition to real 
estate taxes. 

The biggest challenge for the department this year was 
implementation of the statistical updates to property values. 
Before the second installment tax bills could be issued, all of 
the assessed values had to be changed manually, about 
6,000 in all. With the end of the year fast approaching and 
the coffers depleting rapidly, billings-collections and assess- 
ing staff gallantly managed to input all of the data in record 
time. Although it was a challenge to get the bills out and 
have them due timely, total revenues received on current 
year taxes ended up exceeding $19.1 million dollars before 
December 31". 

| hope some of this information has given you an insight 
into the multifaceted functions of the Tax Collector’s office.

The Planning Board and Department completed a compre- 
hensive update of the Wolfeboro Master Plan, updated the 
Capital Improvements Program and propose five changes to 
the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance.

Implementation Committee in its efforts to prioritize the goals 
and objectives of the Master Plan.

The pro- 
ject is near final completion and with some minor correc- 
tions the project will be complete this spring. 

- Provided technical support to the Planning Board for 29 
applications. 

¢ Served as chairman of the Technical Review Committee. 

¢ Held public hearings on Minor Site Plan applications. 

¢Continued to serve as Zoning Administrator and issued 
over 18 Zoning decisions. 

Served as the Town’s alternate to the Lakes Region 


Technical Advisory Committee. 
- Served as project manager for the permitting and devel- 


opment of the Wolfeboro Business Park. 


Last but not least, | would like to thank Terry Taraves, Lee 
Ann Keathley and Robin Kingston for their continued admin- 
istrative support of the department insuring quality and unin- 
terrupted service to the citizens of Wolfeboro.

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2007 Capital Improvement Program 
Annual Report 


By statute the CIP is the responsibility of the Planning 
Board. The Wolfeboro Planning Board delegates the respon- 
sibility to annually review and update the CIP to a subcom- 
mittee of the Planning Board Known as the Capital 
Improvement Plan Committee. This 5 member advisory 
committee is appointed by the Chairman of the Planning 
Board and makes its recommendations back to the full 
Planning Board. 


PURPOSES OF THE CIP 

There are many significant community benefits that may be 
derived from preparing and maintaining a Capital 
Improvements Program: 

1. Basic facilities and services, which ensure public health, 
safety and welfare, are a fundamental responsibility of 
local government. The CIP identifies and recognizes 
these needs as being the highest order of priority; 

2. An informed, participatory decision making process is 
essential to community well being. The CIP will make 
voters aware of proposed improvements that may be of 
particular interest and about major proposals that will 
likely come before future Town or School District 
Meetings; 

3. The CIP will help to maintain a stable property tax rate 
by avoiding untimely expenditures, which generate 
unstable property tax impacts. Major capital projects 
are forecast within a flexible framework designed to 
distribute the tax burden attributable to capital expendi- 
tures over time; 

4. Successful community planning necessitates a series 
of incremental steps designed to implement our shared 
vision for the future. The CIP provides linkage between 
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planning for our future needs and spending on communi- 

ly; 

5. Cooperative project planning can result in cost savings 
and the avoidance of duplication of expenditures. 
Communication and_ coordination between 
Departments and Town and School officials is consid- 
ered essential: 

6. Communities demonstrating sound fiscal health and 
high quality facilities and services are attractive to 
investors of all kinds; homeowners, businesses and 
lending institutions. Decisions to invest in Wolfeboro 
may be influenced by improvements that enhance the 
quality of life for our citizenry, work force and business 
owners. Capital improvement programming supports 
and compliments broader community economic devel- 
opment objectives. 

It is equally important to understand the limitations of a 
Capital Improvement Program: 

1. The CIP process is not a means to micro-manage the 
budget development process. Preparation of the Town 
and School District annual budgets is the responsibility 
of elected officials and professional administrators. The 
CIP is a tool designed to aid in the development and 
consideration of annual budgets. 

2. The CIP process is not an allocation of funding for 
"wish list" projects that are neither needed nor likely to 
receive public funding and support. 

3. Although the program provides a framework to guide 
activity, the CIP should not be rigid and inflexible. The 
CIP process cannot anticipate unusual changes in 
growth, economic conditions, political behavior, emer- 
gencies, non-tax revenue sources and opportunities 
not predictable enough to schedule. 

4. The CIP should not be prepared in a vacuum. The 
Committee will continue to have representation and 
seek input from the Planning Board, Town and general 
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public. The Planning Board will solicit public comment on 

recommendations prior to their adoption. 

Although the recommended CIP fits within reasonable fis- 
cal constraints, it does not guarantee a level tax rate. There 
are many variables that determine the total tax rate (i.e., tax 
base, operating costs, revenues, etc). Capital expenditures 
constitute a relatively small portion of total, local spending.

As in years past the department saw many changes in 
2007. For the first time in many years we have a full staff of 
officers with the hiring of Patrolman Michael Strauch and 
Patrolman James O’Brien our roster is complete. 

Chief Chase has made several organizational changes in 
Central Dispatch and the Patrol Divisions. Computer 
upgrades were done and are ongoing. After a few set 
backs our K-9 program was fully operational in October 
with our team of Bleck and O’Brien. This program will be a 
huge asset to the department and the community. We 
received three new cruisers in July to replace vehicles that 
were old, worn and rusty.

The hiring of two Patrol Officers at mid point in 2007 
brought the Department to full compliment for the first time 
in recent years. Officer Michael Strauch, a Wolfeboro native 
and graduate of Curry College, completed all training 
requirements in July. James O’Brien, a veteran officer and 
trained K9 handler, laterally transferred from a nearby 
agency in September. 

The Town’s “thirteenth officer’, “Blecky”, a two year old 
German Shepherd, met Officer O’Brien at K9 school in the 
Carolinas and after many weeks of comprehensive training, 
launched our long-awaited program. We are grateful to 
Hunter’s IGA and Del Monte Brands for the financial gift that 
served as the impetus for this endeavor. Police 
Commissioner Ben Ladd donated many hours of mechanical 
and technical expertise in the conversion of a patrol unit to a 
K9 vehicle and a local business couple provided a ballistic, 
K9 vest. We thank them for their interest and support. 

The President of France vacationed in Wolfeboro in 
August. We worked closely with the U.S. and French Secret 
Service during that extended visit to provide a safe and 
secure environment for this official and his family. 

As a prelude to the 2008 elections, many presidential 
hopefuls came to Wolfeboro. The Police Department assist- 
ed whenever requested. In December, we again collaborat- 
ed with the Secret Service by providing personnel and sup- 
port when President Clinton spoke at the Wright Museum. 

Our commitment to community and to the delivery of qual- 
ity service is enhanced by continuous training and profes- 
sional development for personnel. Three new police vehi-

cles (including a special service vehicle) were leased 
through a creative financing opportunity. The Department 
continues to update policies and procedures, is redefining 
job descriptions and is creating an organization based on 
state recognition and national accreditation standards. A 
professional police prosecutor is on staff providing quality 
representation at court and other official proceedings. 

Statistically, 2007 was a busy year. The Department 
logged four hundred thirty six arrests and seventeen felony 
cases which resulted in twenty seven indictments. One thou- 
sand nineteen offenses occurred in this reporting period with 
simple assault (62), criminal mischief (89), and disorderly 
conduct (41), the most frequently occurring. Working closely 
with the Carroll County Drug Task Force, nine suspected drug 
dealers were charged accordingly in 2007. Officers investi- 
gated one hundred ninety motor vehicle collisions. 

In addition to the role of law enforcement, we regularly 
serve as facilitators, mediators and social workers. You are 
invited to check our website to see some of the services the 
Department offers. 


WOLFEBORO CENTRAL DISPATCH 


The dedicated men and women of Wolfeboro Central 
Dispatch provide “twenty-four, seven” coverage to residents, 
visitors and others. Over thirty six thousand calls were 
answered and handled by communications specialists in 
2007. 

We strive to maintain and improve customer service by 
offering professional development classes for employees. 
To provide necessary direction and representation, Ms. Mia 
Lyons was appointed Dispatch Supervisor by the Police 
Commission in 2007. Three additional part-time (per diem) 
dispatchers were hired in 2007 to supplement staffing 
requirements. Computer upgrades were made as needed 
and Dispatch now has a fully-functional, two-station console. 
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Communications specialists have a tremendous responsi- 
bility that is often taken for granted. We acknowledge their 
role in the public safety mission and are grateful for their ser- 
vice! 

Once again, we look to 2008 and beyond with optimism 
and a continued commitment to our community. We recog- 
nize the police mission to reduce crime and enhance the 
quality of life requires partnership and we thank all those 
involved in this endeavor.

We have had another busy year responding to 1031 calls.

We have been busy this year with many projects that will 
enhance our capabilities and help us to provide a better level 
of service to the residents and visitors to the community. 

This year saw the purchase and installation of a commer- 
cial turnout gear washer and dryer. This state of the art 
equipment was obtained under a federal grant program and 
will enhance our ability to ensure the safety of our personnel 
and their families, by removing contaminants that may exist. 
This equipment is designed to wash and dry our protective 
turnout gear with much less wear on the gear itself increas- 
ing its longevity. 

A fire alarm system was installed at the Wolfeboro Center 
Sub-Station. This monitored system will provide an early 
warning in the event of fire, increasing the protection of the 
Engine housed there as well as the building and equipment. 

Phase one of the municipal fire alarm system/fire alarm box 
transfers and maintenance program saw considerable 
progress this year and with approval of the 2008 Budget and 
the funding of Phase two the box transfers will be completed. 

Department members provided many hours of public edu- 
cation including Fire Prevention Week programs in the 
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schools, fire extinguisher training, CPR classes, hazards in 
the home, fire safety, babysitters program and presentations 
to many community groups and local businesses. 

The Fire Prevention Division has dealt with many issues 
again this year so that our community will be as safe as pos- 
sible. The Division administered numerous permits and 
conducted many inspections, commercial and residential, 
during 2007. We must enforce all fire and life safety codes 
to insure the safety of all our residents and our guests. 
Many more lives are saved through fire prevention efforts 
than have been rescued from a burning building. 

The 11 career and 9 Call Fire-Rescue Department mem- 
bers attended in excess of 1300 hours of training during 
2007. Training topics included instructor development, fire- 
fighter certifications, fire officer certification, technical rescue 
certifications, vehicle extrication, Emergency Medical 
Technician certification and re-certification, infection control, 
hazardous material decontamination, building/fire code sem- 
inars, responding to terrorist attack, incident management 
and control, and fire fighter safety and survival. 

We must continue to train to insure the safety of all fire- 
rescue personnel and continue to provide a high level of ser- 
vice to the community. 

The Mechanical Division was very busy in 2007. 
Apparatus requires a high degree of maintenance to ensure 
safety and proper operation. As our apparatus continues to 
age, and our incidents continue to increase the maintenance 
requirements and costs amplify. This year we had to 
replace the transmission in Engine One. Several thousand 
dollars in repairs to Ladder One were done to ensure that 
the requirements of the annual certification test are met. 
There were several unexpected repairs done to Car One 
and other apparatus to assure the safety of our pean 
and the protection of the community. 

With acceptance of the Warrant Article, we will move for- 
ward with the purchase of a new Pumper/Rescue Truck. 
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This new piece of apparatus will replace the current Rescue 
and also serve a dual purpose, as it will have fire pump 
capabilities. As volunteerism continues to become less and 
less across the country we must find ways to do our job ina 
more efficient manner. This is not always an easy task. 

This year saw the transfer of two full-time members to 
other departments and the hiring of two new full-time 
Firefighters to replace them. Call Department actively con- 
tinues to decline due to the increased demands of their fami- 
ly and careers. The commitment of membership is 
immense, the continued training requirements and activity 
levels continue to impact the lives of our members and 
many find that the requirements of family and work do not 
allow enough hours to fulfill their membership. | would like 
to wish those that moved on well and thank them for their 
dedication, and unselfish commitment to the Town of 
Wolfeboro. This year also saw the hiring of a part-time 
Administrative Assistant. This position has greatly 
enhanced our ability to complete the considerable amount of 
reports, budget preparation, correspondence, and general 
paperwork in a timely manner. 

| would like to take this opportunity to thank all of the other 
town departments for their support and assistance and a 
special thanks to all the Fire - Rescue membership as they 
play a very important part in your fire protection. 

Terrorism has not gone away and we continue to train for 
the situation should one arise. Let us be thankful that we 
had a safe year in Wolfeboro.

| Fire activity was very busy during the spring of the 2007, particularly late April into early May. As the forests and fields greened up in | 
later May the fire danger decreased. However, a very dry late summer created very high fire danger again from August into September, | 
| with fire danger reaching very high on Labor Day weekend. Even with the dry conditions, the acreage burned was less than half that of | 
| 2006. The largest forest fire during the 2007 season burned approximately 26 acres on the side of Wantastiquet Mountain in Chesterfield 
| during the month of May. Our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires small and saving several 
structures this season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland 
| urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2007 season 
threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a 
wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and 
maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

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Wolfeboro Conservation Commission 
2007 Annual Report 


This year, the Wolfeboro Conservation Commission once 
again responded to the environmental concerns of 
Wolfeboro’s citizens. In addition to advisory duties concern- 
ing permit applications, we worked to protect the natural 
resources within the Town of Wolfeboro. 

With the assistance of the Wolfeboro-Tuftonboro Land 
Bank, we acquired two parcels of land bordering Goodwin’s 
Basin and Crescent Lake. This property not only provides 
water frontage, but a wonderful view as people drive into the 
village along Route 28. We recently also acquired a conserva- 
tion easement on an 80 acre farm on Haines Hill Road 
through the generosity of L. Peter Deutsch. This easement will 
protect from development one of Wolfeboro’s remaining farms, 
and will also protect valuable upland and wetland resources. 

We conducted a cleanup of the Town Gardens and are 
currently more active in managing the use of the property. 
We are reviewing different proposals for future use of the 
_ property as specified in the original gift to the town. 

We sponsored a workshop on Conservation Easements 
with the assistance of the UNH Cooperative Extension for 
residents of the Town. The workshop was well attended, 
bringing in people from up to two hours away. We were 
advised that one couple have already placed a conservation 
easement on a parcel of land they own. 

The Commission received and reviewed 64 Dredge & Fill 
applications from the State of New Hampshire Department 
of Environmental Services (NHDES). Recommendations 
and reports were prepared for the NHDES Wetlands Bureau 
for each of these applications. These applications include 
docks and dock repair, breakwaters, boat ramps, boathous- 
es, beaches, retaining walls, culverts, new structures, and 
the dredging and filling of wetlands among other issues. We 
also reviewed 18 Special Use Permit applications for the 
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Wolfeboro Planning Board for which reports and recommen- 
dations were prepared for that Board and the Town Planner. 

We also responded to several citizen inquires into poten- 
tial wetland violations, and we conducted inspections, 
reviews, reports and recommendations to NH DES following 
these inquiries. 

We have also continued to manage Town owned properties 
with conservation easements, and have worked on forestry 
management plans on properties that we manage for timber. 

Based upon the results of the latest citizen survey, we 
placed several warrant articles for the 2006 Town vote. 
Townspeople decided to designate the wetlands of the Clay 
Pit Brook watershed as Prime Wetland. Also passed were 
efforts to better document wetland boundaries within the 
town. Voters also supported a change in funding sources for 
the conservation of land within the town. The vote that 
allows the Conservation Comission to receive the proceeds 
of the Use Change Tax for land protection purposes indi- 
cates that Wolfeboro citizens overwhelmingly feel that pro- 
tecting our natural resources and maintaining the current 
character of the town is important. 

Thanks to Commission members for their interest, support 
and commitment to protecting Wolfeboro’s unique character 
and resources and keeping it a special place to live. Thanks 
also to Rob Houseman, Town Planner for his support, knowl- 
edge and advice, to our secretary Lee Ann Keathley for her 
hard work and commitment, to the Board of Selectmen and 
other Town staff for their support and assistance.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Mother Nature and Father Time challenge public works 
each and every year. 2007 was no different as dreams of a 
mild winter turned to a nightmare with the April 15" N’easter 
that hit us extremely hard, closing numerous roads and sig- 
nificantly damaging many others. The Highway Department, 
lead by Doug Lemery and Frank Riley took the lead in 
rebuilding these roads working with outside contractors and 
town staff in emergency repairs opening all closed roads 
(except for Nelson Hill on Beach Pond Road) within a couple 
of days. Long term repairs and upgrades took much longer; 
however, with FEMA declaring the County a disaster area, 
the Town qualified for 75% reimbursement of all costs and 
received a check for almost $200,000 to cover most out of 
pocket expenses. The year ended with the highest snowfall 
amounts in December that many can recall, requiring the 
Highway crew to respond to 13 snow events prior to the new 
year. THANKS to the dedicated highway crew that arose 
early and stayed late to keep our town roads safe and pass- 
able during these early season storms. 

Thanks to your support, over $1.6 million for PW capital 
projects were authorized in March of 2007 supporting our 
efforts to restore our infrastructure damaged by Father Time. 
Sewall Road was upgraded, with improved drainage and 
base pavement in the spring and fall. The project will be 
completed in the late spring of 2008 with: a finished 1 inch 
overlay; tying in all driveways; installing a few more drive- 
way culverts; landscaping and clean up. We also will be 
installing signs to remind the public of the need to GO 
SLOW; with a smooth surface, there is a temptation to go 
faster, however this is a dangerous road, with many walkers, 
bikers and blind curves, please “Proceed With Caution”. 

Town Road Upgrade projects included: pavement over- 
lays on Estabrook Road and Old Mill Drive; reclamation and 
base paving of Lang Pond Road and Baas Drive; significant 
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drainage improvements and base paving of Clark Road; and 
one inch pavement overlays on Cotton Mountain Road and 
Lakeview Drive. The restoration of a section of the “stump 
dump” on Wickers Drive was substantially completed this 
past fall in conjunction with the construction of the first 
phase the Wickers Road Extension which is being privately 
funded. The Bridge Falls Pathway bridge was successfully 
completed this summer, with one of its first customers, 
President Sarkozy from France, who jogged over it during 
his vacation, with many more visitors and residents enjoying 
this multi-use path year round. The Pleasant Valley Road 
Culvert Project, after unexpected delays, was bid in the fall, 
with prices to complete both culverts within budget autho- 
rizations; construction to be completed during the summer of 
2008. The only project that made little headway was the 
Design of Downtown Streets (Lehner, Union, Glendon & 
School), which is a coordinated project with Water & Sewer. 
Because of the tremendous workload and unexpected storm 
and subsequent clean up, this project was delayed. We 
anticipate this design project getting back on track early this 
year, with a request for funding construction next year. 

The Highway division completed capital outlay projects, 
including, rebuilding the salt shed and replacing garage 
doors at their facility. These numerous projects and storms 
put the highway department behind schedule on many rou- 
tine maintenance jobs and request the public’s patience with 
our plan on catching up with many miscellaneous tasks in 
the upcoming year. Welcome to Tim Milligan who joined the 
staff into the split position with Highway and Solid Waste this 
year, doing a great job on the sidewalk plow. 

Solid Waste Facility saw the retirement of Arthur White 
after 23 years of dedicated service to the Town. Art was a 
hard worker, never complained and always treated everyone 
fairly, he will be missed and we wish him the best. The 
Facility, lead by Adam Tasker, had a record breaking year as 
recycled material grossed the Town almost $120,000. If this 
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material were not recycled it would have cost the Town over 
$155,000 to dispose. The Town recycled 1,930 tons of mate- 
rial which calculates to a 58 percent rate as calculated by 
the NHDES. The crew at the facility appreciates your coop- 
eration with complying with the Solid Waste Rules and our 
efforts to: Reduce; Repair; Reuse & Recycle. By increasing 
Our recycling we save the Town money and improve the 
environment. There is information about the solid waste 
facility, fees and rules at the Town Hall or on the Town Web 
page at www.wolfeboronh.us. 

In 2007 the following Capital Outlay projects were com- 
pleted at the Solid Waste Facility: new septic system; base 
paving of drop of area; construction of recycling cages; and 
the rebuilding of a section of recycling tables. Welcome to 
new employee, Anthony White this year. 

The Public Works Garage, lead by Jim Champagne, had a 
busy year maintaining the Towns large fleet of vehicles and 
equipment, processing over 630 work orders, including most 
everything from routine maintenance to emergency repairs. 
This Division is responsible for keeping our emergency, elec- 
tric, recreation and public works department’s vehicles run- 
ning safely and reliably throughout the year.

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DEPARTMENT OF 
WATER & SEWER UTILITIES 


2007 was a year of significant progress for the Water & 
Sewer Utilities Department, with the Town Meeting approval 
of many significant new projects including: 

1-Wastewater Effluent Disposal ($6.36 mil); study phase 
completed, project permitted, engineering completed and 
project out to bid by years end. Expect project to be sub- 
stantially completed by the end of 2008, hopefully resulting 
in the lifting of the sewer moratorium. 

2-Water System & Distribution Upgrades ($1.12 mil); 
abandoned 2,800 feet of 117 + year old iron pipe by switch- 
ing Over numerous services on South Main between Clark 
Road and Treadwell Lane; design, bid and constructed 
improvements to South Main Street water tank (tank mixing 
via solar power) that is already showing dividends resulting 
in lower disinfection byproducts (THM’s) and no violations 
during the last quarter; design and bid plans to construct 
new chlorine contact tank at Water Treatment Plant to be 
constructed early in 2008. 

3-Wastewater Treatment Plant Upgrades ($195k); design 
and constructed numerous improvements to wastewater 
facility resulting in the facility running much better. 


Previously approved Capital Projects completed in 2007 
include: 

1-Clark Road water main replacement; resulting in the 
elimination of water “bleeds” (saving over 6 million gallons 
per year) and the elimination of dirty water complaints in this 
section of town and greater fire flows. 

2- Sewer Upgrades to reduce Inflow/Infiltration into the 
system, Phase 1 of this project was completed resulting in 
lower flows to the treatment plant this year. Phase 2 of this 
project is proposed for 2008. 
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The Water Crew was successful with new leak detection 
equipment purchased this year, finding and repairing numer- 
ous service leaks, which had previously gone undetected. 
There were 5 major line breaks that were also repaired. The 
combination of Capital Projects, Operations leak detection 
and repair program and process changes at the Water 
Treatment plant resulted in a reduction of over 33 million 
gallons this past calendar year or an average of 92,000 gal- 
lons per day. Based on the Town’s water use dropping sig- 
nificantly below our reservoir’s safe yield, NHDES lifted the 
water moratorium, with the town’s commitment to continue 
with system improvement and water conservation programs. 

In 2007 the Water Department instituted twice a year 
flushing of its 250+ hydrants in an effort to mitigate discol- 
ored water complaints. The unfortunate reality is that the 
water distribution system still contains over 15,000 feet of 
Original water system pipe which is over 117 years old. 
Hydrant flushing is our best preventative maintenance tool, 
until the entire original system is replaced. If you are experi- 
encing discolored water, please report it to the Water 
Department at 569-8155. This year we are looking for your 
support for funding and abandoning significant sections of 
this original system along South Main Street. 

The Sewer Collection system saw a significant reduction 
in flows to the treatment plant as a result of the Infiltration 
and Inflow project mentioned above and a return of more 
normal rainfall amounts. In 2007 there was a reduction of 
about 90,000 gallons per day on average over the year. In 
2008 the Operations crew is requesting additional equip- 
ment to locate and help reduce infiltration into the system in 
addition to Phase 2 of the Capital Project to make significant 
upgrades to the Sewer System. These projects and pro- 
gram will benefit the system by reducing the amount of 
clean water that enters the system by reducing operation 
cost to pump and treat it and future capital expense to pay 
for system upgrades. 
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Welcome to our new Department employees, Scott Pike, 
Chief Operator, Water Treatment Plant, Mike Potenza, Water 
& Sewer Foreman, and Nick Cole, Water & Sewer 
Maintenance.

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LAKES REGION HOUSEHOLD 
HAZARDOUS PRODUCT FACILITY 
ANNUAL REPORT 2007 


The LRHHPF 2007 season hosted a total of 8 hazardous 
waste collections, 2 pharmaceutical collections as well as 6 
hazardous waste collections at the Facility and 2 “mini” col- 
lections held in Alton which more than doubled their annual 
attendance because of the added convenience. The towns 
of Alton and Wolfeboro are members of the Facility with 
households attending by securing a business card sized 
pass from their solid waste facilities. 

For the 2008 season, the sixth full year of operation, the 
Facility will host 2 medicine and personal care product col- 
lections in Wolfeboro on June 21 and August 16. The 
Facility will be open the 3° Saturday of the month May thru 
October, rain or shine, 8:30 AM-noon. There will be 2 
remote collections in Alton for their households including 1 
on-site medicine collection. 

The number of total households (HH) attending in 2007 
was 588, up 97 from the previous year. A total of 60 HH 
participated in the medicine collections, an increase of 33 
from the first collection held in NH in 2006. The waste 
hauler disposed of 50 gal of non-controlled prescription 
drugs, pet drugs, over-the-counter pills, creams, personal 
care products (shampoos, lotions, nail polish and remover, 
sunscreens, deodorants, etc), aerosols, liquids, etc. The 
Wolfeboro Police Dept. took custody of 4 gal of controlled 
medications with identification confirmed by the pharmacist 
on duty at the Facility. 

Please note the special medicine collection dates as 
those products can only be accepted in June and August 
2008 under a strict protocol to comply with NHDES, EPA, 
Health and Human Services, and federal DEA regulations. 

The Alton and Wolfeboro Conservation Commissions sup- 
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port the HHW program by volunteering their time regardless 
of weather. The Solid Waste Facility/Transfer Station per- 
sonnel in both communities issue LRHHPF passes, assist in 
myriad ways to educate people about the program and 
direct the hazardous portions of the waste stream for safe, 
convenient, environmentally sound disposal. The LRHHPF 
Joint Board thanks them all for their valuable time and 
efforts. 

Please mark your calendars for May 17, June 21, July 19, 
Aug 16, Sept 20, and Oct 18 for HHW disposal days. 
Schedule a clean sweep for the medicine cabinet in June or 
Aug. Bring all hazardous products in their original contain- 
ers to 404 Beach Pond Road. Two bright yellow signs at the 
entrance near the Solid Waste Facility will guide you on col- 
lection Saturdays.

The Electric Department continued its efforts in providing 
reliable and affordable electric service to our customers, 
while continuing to upgrade our distribution system to con- 
temporary standards. Accomplishments this past year 
included the connection of 41 new services, completion of 9 
system improvements, 16 customer service upgrades, and 
responses to 515 customer service orders. Right-of-way 
tree trimming for the year totaled 8 miles of re-clearing. In 
an ongoing effort to test all of the electrical meters through- 
out the system within a ten-year timeframe; 306 electric 
meters were tested this past year for accuracy. 

Crews responded to 20 broken pole incidents this year as 
a result of storm damage and motor vehicle accidents. Major 
in house projects included the reconstruction of the electrical 
distribution system on Parker Island Road and the end of 
Forest Road to 12.47kV standards. The construction and 
energizing of several new underground utility systems 
including Grandview Commons and Ridgeview Estates 
resulted in a busy year. 

Construction of the new 12.47 kV electrical distribution 
system and the conversion of customers onto it continued 
throughout 2007. The conversion of Center Street and 
Wolfeboro Falls customers represented the largest project of 
the year with the completion of the entire project scheduled 
for the spring of 2008. Once again | would like to thank our 
customer’s for their cooperation and understanding during 
these conversion activities. 

The SCADA (Supervisory Control and Data Acquisition) 
project was successfully completed and has proven to be a 
valuable asset as a means of monitoring and controlling the 
new distribution system. 

Administrative projects included performing a crosswalk 
lighting survey, which resulted in several lighting upgrades 
required in order to improve the safety of pedestrian cross- 
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walk traffic. A public street lighting policy was completed and 
adopted in order to provide specific guidelines for public 
street lighting throughout the community. 

The current contract for purchased power ends at the end 
of 2008, and we initiated the process required in soliciting a 
new purchased power agreement. This will include a corre- 
sponding rate study to analyze the net effect of our cus- 
tomer’s rates under the current market conditions. 

As an effect of the foreseen electric market conditions in 
New England, we have witnessed a growing trend in 
requests from our customers for a net metering program. 
This would allow small customer owned renewable energy 
sources (wind & solar) to be linked to the electric distribution 
system as a means of offsetting electric usage. This interest 
has prompted the establishment of a pilot net metering pro- 
gram to begin in 2008 and offer a means of exploring the 
benefits of localized renewable energy sources for all.

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WELFARE REPORT 2008 


The Welfare Office has moved to the Community 
Outreach Center located next to All Saint’s Episcopal 
Church. 

Anyone may apply for general assistance, by completing 
a written application at the Welfare Office. The guidelines 
have been the same for the past ten years. If more than 
one adult resides in a household than they maybe required 
to appear at the Welfare Office 

The applicants are provided with a notice of rights. The 
applicant can contest the determination of the Welfare 
Director of non-compliance and request a fair hearing. The 
applicant is responsible for reporting all facts to determine 
eligibility and is also responsible to report changes. 

The Welfare Director will help clients that are physically or 
mentally unable to complete the forms. 

The Town has a limit of $500.00 for rental assistance. If 
the rent is higher than that the applicant is responsible for 
the difference. If the landlord is a relative of the applicant, 
the landlord must give proof before assistance is granted. 
The Town pays first month rent only; we do not give security 
deposits to renters. If the Town pays the mortgage of an 
applicant there is still a $500.00 cap and the property will be 
liened so that the Town is paid back. 

The clients are required to apply for fuel assistance. 
Thanks to the Lions Club this department can help appli- 
cants with oil. They will receive 100 gallons at no cost but 
this is a one time offer. When these funds are gone | look to 
other sources such as Thomas Bickford, who runs the Mary 
Martin Fund, or the Churches. You must apply through the 
Welfare Office to secure these funds. The clients are having 
a hard time with the oil prices being so high. 

| have sent more and more clients to the food pantry. The 
food pantry is opened every Wednesday from 10:00 AM — 
12:00 noon and from 4:00 PM — 6:00 PM. If anyone needs 
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food during the rest of the week please see the Welfare 
Director. The Director will provide a food voucher, if quali- 
fied, or we also offer a Salvation Army food voucher, if the 
family is larger than what our food voucher covers. The 
food voucher can not be used for alcoholic beverages, 
tobacco or pet food. The clients need to spend the full 
amount of the voucher. 

lf you can not afford your medications you may fill out an 
application through Terri Hooper at Huggins Hospital for a 
service called medication bridge.

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2007 Report of the Director 
for Parks and Recreation 


The Wolfeboro Department of Parks and Recreation man- 
ages a long list of behind the scenes operations and mainte- 
nance functions that include ten different departmental divi- 
sions within the budget. The ten divisions are divided into 
nine operating fund divisions; administrative, beaches, main- 
tenance, ski skate, skating, playgrounds and programs, his- 
toric houses, community center, patriotic purposes and one 
enterprise fund the Pop Whalen Arena. The most recogniz- 
able functions are the programming, public facilities and 
special events functions. In that light, the department 
served 2333 different activity participants in 100 programs in 
2007. In addition, another 1500 individuals participated in 
special events such as the Granite Man Triathlon, Girls and 
Women in Sports Day, the Great Smith River Rubber Duck 
Race, the Turkey Trot, Bike to Work Day, and Winter 
Carnival events. 

The Town of Wolfeboro Master Plan Population Chapter 
includes important information about the growth of the 
Wolfeboro year-round population and demographic shifts 
that have occurred between 1990 and 2000. The docu- 
mented increases in the 55+ and 65+ category of our resi- 
dents combined with a 40% increase in the student popula- 
tion (5-17 years) begin to illustrate the impacts that growth 
has had on parks and recreation services, that includes, to a 
great degree, a seasonal population that more than doubles 
the year-round population. The Recreation Chapter of the 
Master Plan provides a snapshot of program expansion over 
a five-year period from 2000-2005. During this period, 
department revenues increased by 73%, participation in 
recreation programs increased 45%, while the operating 
budget increased by 22%. 

The previous Master Plan recommended an increase in 
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preschool and teen programming. The following chart will 
show successes in this area and the actual demographics of 
our 2333 participants. A goal for the next 5 years will be to 
continue to bolster teen, adult and senior programming. In an 
effort to increase community commitment to active living and 
healthy lifestyles it will be important to maintain and encour- 
age facilities that will support multi-generational recreation 
from walking, cross country skiing, snow shoeing, and lap 
Skating, as well as tennis and other structured programs.

Clearly, our parks, beaches, playgrounds, ski trails, skat- 
ing rinks, trails and pathways, fields and natural areas host 
tens of thousands of residents, visitors, and guests. Many 
of the organized programs, special events, and activities are 
supported by volunteers. Between our volunteer youth sport 
coaches, our Friends of Abenaki and the over 80 volunteers 
who work the Granite Man Triathlon alone, we are fortunate 
to have the support of our community, support that easily 
exceeds 2000 hours of donated time. As busy as we are, 
we recognize all of those folks who make our programs and 
events the successes that they are. 

In terms of participation, Wolfeboro Parks and Recreation 
serves Wolfeboro and Tuftonboro residents and their guests 
as well as individuals from surrounding towns. Our three 
major programming divisions, beaches, ski & skate, and 
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playgrounds enroll participants from 2-3 year olds to individ- 
uals in their 80’s.

At the Pop Whalen Arena, major renovations were com- 
pleted in 2007. The Floor and Board Replacement Warrant 
Article was approved in the spring and the demolition began 
immediately following a successful bidding process. The 
project was accomplished over the summer and fall and 
Arena customers and guests were thrilled with the results. 
The project, which was completed on time and under bud- 
get, replaced the refrigerated sand floor with a concrete 
refrigerated slab. The new floor, which replaced a corroded 
and failing system, will increase efficiency, and will last for 
decades. The dasher boards were the original custom built 
wooden boards that served the town at the rink when it was 
still an outdoor arena. The plywood was rotten and the 
2x4’s were split in many places and weakened by the cur- 
rent level of play and years of abuse. The crooked and tired 
boards were replaced with state of the art aluminum framed 
dasher boards that meet current safety standards and have 
a long life expectancy. The project also allowed for the 
upgrade to higher efficiency T5 fluorescent lights, which 
have made great improvements in both visibility and aes- 
thetics. The building was totally cleaned and improvements 
were made to painted surfaces. The arena still awaits addi- 
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tional improvements that will include a sprinkler system, 
repairs to roof leaks, and once the building is tightened up, 
dehumidification. Ice time and public skating fees were 
increased to produce increased revenue to pay for the bond 
and the banner sponsorship program continues to assist in 
keeping ice rates low. The following community businesses 
support the facility each season by hanging a banner: 
Bartlett Tree Experts; Chris Hammond, Invest Financial 
Corporation; Community Bank and Trust; Community 
Landscape Company; DeVylders Market; Full Belli Delli; 
Leone, McDonald and Roberts; Melanson Real Estate; Mike 
Best, Best Designs; Miller Auto Dealership; Nordic Skier 
Sports; Wolf Trap/Wolf Catch; and Wainwright Insurance. 
Prudential Spencer Hughes is our zamboni advertiser. As of 
December the Pop Whalen Arena continues to have a sup- 
portive season pass holder base, which has 460 members 
to date. 

The Friends of Abenaki, formed in 2004, has dedicated 
themselves to preserving our community ski area and are 
currently raising funds to install a permanent snow making 
system at the area. To date, the Friends have purchased a 
(used) groomer for the area, installed a kiddie lift and leased 
portable snow making for the 2006-2007 and 2007-2008 
seasons. Snowmaking in the winter of 2007 allowed for an 
incredible ski season and late snow ensured an amazing 
Winter Carnival. The Ski area saw 1475 skier visits and 43 
days of operation. The new cross country ski progressive 
dinner fed 100 hungry diners last year and everyone is talk- 
ing about the 2008 dinner. 

The Department is still seeking a permanent home for the 
Wolfeboro Skatepark. We are considering a cooperative 
arrangement that would acquire land adjacent to the Nick. 
Disassembling the ramps is causing some damage and we 
are hopeful that we will have a permanent home for the park 
this spring. Individuals interested in contributing to the 
cause should contact the recreation department. The park 
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will require site work, pavement, fencing and a walkway. 

Full time and seasonal staff continue to shine throughout 
the year within the department and each of them should be 
commended for their hard work and dedication. As always, 
we could not do all that we do without the support of the 
community, the generosity of our sponsors and the hundreds 
of volunteers.

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Annual Report of 
Trustees of the Trust Funds 


As shown on the following pages, the Trustees of the 
Trust funds oversee several categories of Town funds: 
Capital Reserve and Expendable Trust Funds, Combined 
Funds, a group of private trusts left to the town, and finally 
Cemetery Funds. During 2007, the focus continued to be on 
policies concerning investment of those funds and expendi- 
tures in keeping with the goals of the individual trusts. 
Trustees are elected for three year terms and meet monthly. 

Investment policies received close scrutiny and the 
trustees transferred 1.13 million dollars in assets to Points 
North Consulting Services of Wolfeboro. Other major finan- 
cial actions included expending a total of $113,905 for a vari- 
ety of purposes. Money from the Martin Road Fund was 
given to the TRAC organization. College scholarships from 
3 different Scholarship funds were awarded. The Parks and 
Recreation Department was given money from the 
Cate/Smith fund for further beautification of Cate Park. In 
addition, continued support was given to Friends of the 
Bandstand, Meals on Wheels and the Food Pantry. Funds 
were also awarded from the Geeser/Rich Trust for aid to 
selected elderly recipients. In other business Trustees dis- 
cussed doing a project involving research of information 
regarding town cemeteries. 

Action on Capital Reserve accounts included transferring 
the balance of the capital reserve for the Stump Dump 
account to the General Fund and increasing capital reserve 
accounts by $202,915 for DPW equipment, for a fire truck, 
for debt retirement for the Governor Wentworth Regional 
School District and for milfoil eradication. 

Treasurer Ralph Joslin continued to provide detailed 
financial reports to the committee regarding investments and 
expenditures of Trust Funds. Trustee Richard Shurtleff was 
reelected to a third term.

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Report of the Library Director 


On January 10, 2007 the library unveiled the new Atriuum 
library automation software. During the transition period both 
the old and new software were run simultaneously as staff 
transferred data from the old system to the new. Finally in 
March the library was completely transferred to the new soft- 
ware. This allowed us to begin providing online access to 
the library’s collection from home making it possible for 
patrons to look up items, place holds, and renew anytime 
day or night. 

Other technology-related improvements included adding 
three more public access computers, installing time limit 
manager software to all public access computers, adding a 
downloadable books service, installing two hands-free bar- 
code readers at the circulation desk and initiating an upgrad- 
ed website. 

The library continued to be a busy place with the number 
of people using and visiting the library continuing to 
increase. There were 73,013 visitors to the library in 2007, 
which is a 17% increase over 2006. In July alone over 
10,000 people visited the library, a new record high number 
of visitors in one month. 

The library presented 217 programs in 2007. These 
included book discussions, story-time programs, an inde- 
pendent film series, a storyteller, a magician, lectures and 
the Summer Reading Program. Children participating in the 
Summer Reading Program read over 121,600 minutes - a 
35% increase over the previous year. Additionally the library 
participated in the NH Big Read Program in October. 

The Friends of the Library supported the library’s efforts 
with donations of two computers, two barcode readers, a 
color printer/copier, a computer table, three sets of children’s 
books, a puppet theater for the children’s room, passes to 
five museums, licensing for public performance rights so the 
library can show movies, six programs and all of the materi- 
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als for the Summer Reading Program. 

The library staff and the Board of Trustees continue our 
efforts to accomplish our many goals to improve the library 
and its services.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES - 2007 


The Library Board of Trustees meets monthly and in spe- 
cial sessions to oversee Library policies and actions. The 
Building, Development, Finance and Human Resources 
Committees meet throughout the year to research, plan and 
organize specific projects. 

In 2007, the Finance Committee, chaired by Trustee 
Claudia Foster, created and the Trustees approved an 
Investment Plan to direct the policy, objectives and guide- 
lines of the Library Building, Endowment and Library 
Materials Trust Funds. These funds are invested prudently 
to support the Library. Contributions and bequests can be 
made to these funds by people interested in furthering the 
Wolfeboro Public Library activities. 

The Library continues to be used heavily by Town resi- 
dents and area residents. The complete refurbishing of the 
Library, inside and outside, encourages all patrons and staff 
and results in a pleasant visit to our facility. 

A second air conditioning compressor was installed in 
2007 as part of a four-year capital plan cycle to replace and 
upgrade all four inefficient 30 year-old units. The Library win- 
dows were replaced with tempered glass to meet present 
building and safety codes. Planning was completed during 
2007 in conjunction with the Town Selectmen and architects 
to bring the building and grounds into compliance with ADA 
requirements. 

Wolfeboro is very fortunate to have a Library Director, 
Cindy Scott, and a staff dedicated to providing professional 
support and superior customer service to all patrons. They 
plan creatively and deliver excellent service while meeting 
challenges to keep the library running smoothly each day. 

The Library also is fortunate to have an excellent board of 
five Trustees and three alternate Trustees. A hearty thank- 
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you goes to each one for their loyal support, hard work and 
thoughtful consideration of all aspects of the Library.
